Pennsylvania Volunteers. 


The subject of thii (ketch ie William 


Plumb, of Bristol, a veteran of the Oiv- 
il War, wlio tniisted in the lOtftb Regi- 
ment, 
PennuylvaDia 
Volunteers 
on 


Mai en 4, 1862, and served with that 
fighting regiment until the cloie of the 
war. 


Mr. Plumb was born in Oxen, Eng- 


land, in 1813, came to this country as a 
lad and when but ninetebii years ot age 
became 10 tired with patriotism for hia 
adopted country that be Answered Presi- 
dent Lincoln'! call for troops and presen- 
ted himself for enlistment at a recruiting 
offl.'O in Philadelphia. 


YoDDg Plnrnb was immadiately as- 


signed to camp at Washington, D. 0., 
and became attached to the 109th Penn- 
lyhania Infantry 
Volunteers—Ourtin 


Light Guards—BO called in honor of the 
gai'ant War Governor ci Pennsylvania. 
Thi regiment was drilled and uihciplinad 
for the field until the latter part of May, 
1863, when tho regiment was assigned to 
Goi'por'a Brigade, United States forces 
at Harper's Ferry and in June Cooper's 
Brigade wag assigned to Sigel's Division 
Department o. Shenan<'3an. 


On August 9, 1862, at the battle of 


Oedar Mountain, Plumb was wounded. 
It was the first battle in which the lOQth 
had been engaged. 
During the artillery 


fire of that battle Oolcael Stalnrook, the 
commander of the regiment, was severe- 
ly wounded, bat refused to leave the

field and remained in command during 
the entire battle. 


Other battles engaged in by Plumb and 


the 109th were Antietam and Ohancsll- 
orsulle. At this battle while speaking 
encouragement 
to 
his men, Colonel 


Stumrook fell dead pierced by a rebel 
bullet. 


At tne battle of Gettysburg, the 109th 


was in position on Cemetery Hidgo, with 
the Second Brigade, and July 3d partici- 
pat"*} in a furious attack upon the enemy 
in con junction with the Third Brigade. 
Johnson's, Eode's and Early'e divisions 
noon 
rallied, 
however, and heavily 


charged the Union tioops. They were 
met at every point by the unswerving 
line and deadly fire of the 
109th 
and 


the Second and Third Brigades, these 
troops not yielding an inch of ground. 
Aftor repeated charges the enemy fell 
back and the 109th and other troops 
rushed forward driving the rebels in 
confusion over the intrenohments. 


Plumb, with bis regiment was engaged 


in a desperate fight in 
October with 


Stonewall Jackson's 
men at 
Kelly's 


Ferry, near Lookout Mountain. 
The 


109th fought without a Held officer. 
The 


regiment was also engaged at Lookout 
Mountain, and was with Sherman in his 
celebrated campaign against Atlanta. 


From May, 1862, until surrender of 


Ganeral Lee, the 109th was constantly 
at the front and William Plumb was 
with the regiment throughout the entire 
campaign, being mustered ont at Ra- 
leigh N. 0. 


A magnificent monument has been 


erected on Gulp's Hill, at Gettysburg in 
honor of the brave 109th. 


Mr. Plumb came to Bristol in 1876 


from Philadelphia at the time Thomas 
0. Hughes removed the hosiery mill 
from that city to this point.

city anil the Borough of Bristol belonging 
In "the Stale of New Jersey. 1'lniiB are in 
state of coiisldetntion by the Water Board 
of the clt' of Burlington to draw their 
municipal -mpply from that source. 
The first work of your Committee, under 


Resolution of May 22d, 1903. was the unau 
linous selection ns experts In this woik of 
Messrs. Ja' M Whitham. of Philadelphia, 
and Chariot A. Allen, of Worcester, Mnss , 
gentlemen of the highest standing in the 
profession of engineering nnd hjuraulics, 
ami we tal.e this opportunity of advising 
council thnt all the work done by these 
iMiKineers i\as with the knowledge anil full 
appro-val of the then Committee on Streets 
and Highways. 
In the yars that have gone by many 


propositions for improving the water snp 
ply of the Horough have been discussed by 
citizens Inierested In the welfare of the 
town. Many of these propositions 
were 


laid before the englueers by your oommlt- 
tee. The l reposition to take water from 
the Cold Springs property above the Bor 
ough limit'*, which had for many years 
been looked upon as an ideal source of sup 
ply by many thoughtful people, was found 
unavailable by tli«se gentlemen. The Otter 
Creek, which flows through Mlddletown, 
Falls and Bristol Townships, forming a 
part of th; boundary of our Borough to 
the north, was also promptly rejected by 


A source of supply which eliminated all 


possll llltle^ of contamination, nnd Ii much 
sought nfti r by municipalities when avail- 
able, was lu%estlgated by the driving of 
wells OH binds adjoining the rher to the 
east of 01 r town, and while this work 
did not cc uie within the scope of your 
Resolution of May 22d. 1003, yet had the 
work been successful It would hnva fur- 
nished an Ideal source for our Borough 
needs. Your Committee especially regrets 
the fact that a suitable supply could not 
hnve been obtained from this sourtc for 
the reason that it seems that the trend cf 
thought among municipalities located In 
the Delaware Valley Is to draw their wa- 
ter supply from some such source. 


With the elimination of the three before 


mentioned possible sources of supnly 
of 
water for our town we are brought to the 
proposition which is recommendect by En- 
glueers Messrs Allen and Whitham of tak- 
ing from l he Delaware River, at a point 
above Hollow Creek, water in its raw 
state from the river, purifying same by 
filtration, -mid distributing it to the people 
of our Bo ough In a healthful conaulon, 
and in a manner which from pressure is 
adequate for domestic uses, and will af- 
ford ampli- protection against fire 
both 


from the 1 irgp volume of water continual 
ly stored In the tank suggested by them, 
as well at from the pressure which the 
storage is extremely Interesting that the 
location s 'lectcd by Messrs. Allen and 
Whitham 
is the best available point for 


the erection of these works should coincide 
exactly wl h the Judgment of a large num- 
ber of those Interested in the establish- 
ment of the present Water Company now 
n generation ago, and If at thnt time the 
argument then advanced for placing the 
Intake of a Water Company above the 
Borough limits possessed merit, the same 
arguments apply a hundred fold more fully 
now than then. 


, The locmlty suggested by the engineers 
conflrmins as we before stated, the Judg- 
ment of a large number of public spirited 
persons wlio were Instrumental cu estab- 
lishing the present Water Company, seems 
a most pioper one for the purpose It Is 
Intended t > serve. 
At the time of the establishment of the 
present W iter Works there were very few 
properties built along the river bank which 
would dram directly Into the river. There 
was practically no drainage of houses, oth- 
er than those situated on the river bank 
which hnd access to the river front for 
drainage purposes,, whereas now the entire 
population of our town residing on Rad- 
cliffe street, nnd In very many cases as 
far back us Cedar street, and on the cross 
streets up to this intersection, have their 
drainage flnd Its way to the river at points 
more or less adjoining the present Intake 
of the water works. 
Upon looking over a 1904 Government 


Chart of the Delaware River we flnd thnt 
the channi'l of tho river from the Hollow 
Mreek noi theasterly follows 
closely 
the 


line of tht Pennsylvania shore, and at no 
point from the Hollow Creek to what is 
known as the Hclling's Mansion Is there 
less depth than 19 feet of water nt low 
tl<l*7 from that to 27 feet, thus affording 
at all times a supply of water taken from 
the most desirable part of the river for the 
purpose of the proposed new Water Works. 
The genrral scheme of station equipment, 
the pnrl8<ation of the water, the size of 
mains, th< abundant storage capacity out- 
lined by Engineers Allen and Whitham we 
thoroughh indorse as being In keeping 
with the present nnd prospective requlte- 
inents of the town. The englueers have 
recommended nothing which Is not In op- 
eration 
la 
hundreds 
of 
municipalities 


throughout the best sections of onr coun- 
try, tome cf which your Committee has 
personally visited, establlshd among 
the 


most 
progressive communities, and 
the 


water that would be furnished to our 
community under these admirable condi- 
tions would be healthful and cleanly at 
all season i of the year, and nbnndanj In 
pretture nbould occasion require. 
Oar town has been most fortunate both 
tn the efficiency ot Iti fire department and 
In the further fact that ttret bar* oc- 


curred nt times favorable to their prompt 
extinguishing rather thau to the protection 
offered by the Bristol Water Company. 
With the installation, however, of such a 
water system as Is proposed, citizens could 
lest secure In the knowledge of the abun- 
dant Ore protection afforded thereby. 


It is not our Intention in this report to 
criticize the management of the present 
Water Company, It being a private cor- 
poration clear from municipal control. The 
efficiency of Its flre service, character of 
water furnished domestic consumers, rates 
chaiged and treatment of patrons are all 
parts of. the history of the past genera- 
tion 
We can only state that the Factory 
Mutual ]?Ire Insurance Companies, which 
lepresent the most advanced 
insurance 


thought in the country, and who have sev- 
ei.il million dollars' worth of Insurance 
written lu this Borough, have repeatedly 
condemned the eiliclency of the Bristol 
Water Company from the fire protection 
standpoint, considering it absolutely value- 
less, a-id It wat, only after their clients In 
this Borough agreed to establish ail ade- 
quate fire protection of tlielr own that 
tljey considered continuing to write tbe 
lii^nriimc on tin: Industrial establishments 
of the town. 


Citizens may ask whnt relief, If any, is 


there at baud from a situation which for 
many >enrs has embarrassed this commuu- 
f l > 
ittul \vhtch has not hoietofore been 


mallabie to citizens of the Borough. Your 
Jiurgess and Council of a year ago, by ap- 
plication to tbe Court of Quarter Sessions 
of Uticks County, on September 18, 1905, 
b'ld the Boiough government placed under 
the General Borough net of 1831, and the 
•various supplements, tueteto. This enables 
tbe Borough to tncrense Its bonded Indebt- 
edness to an amount uot exceeding 7 per 
cent, of the assessed valuation by a ma- 
jority vote of the people, say to $150,000. 


The Horough Solicitors, Messrs. Giikegon 


aud Jaincs, have submitted an opinion upon 
the exclusive franchise, If any, now pos- 
sessed by the Bristol Water 
Company, 


which was read at the last meeting of 
Council and referred to your Committee, 
nnd the same, after careful consideration, 
Is fully approved, aud the recommendations 
tueioin contained nre indorsed by 
your 


Committee. 


As tbe opinion of the Borough Solicitors 


above referred to disposes of the question 
of the possession by the Water Company 
of any exclusive right to supply the Bor- 
ough with water, jour Committee unaul-^ 
nionsly recommends that scheme I ns set 
forth in the said report of the engineers 
be adopted, nnd for the purpose of carry- 
Ing the same into effect the indebtedness 
of the municipality be Increased In such 
amount as shall suffice therefore, and as 
the amount of such increase of Indebted- 
ness will exceed two per -centum of the 
nsseysetl valuation that a special election 
be held for tbe purpose of submitting to 
a vote of the electors of the Borough, the 
question of such increase of indebtedness 
for the purposes nfoicsnld. 


Especially nre we prompted 
to make 


these recommendations for the 
reasons 


that the cpu'stlon of improved wnter sup- 
ply has been the foremost question before 
the cltlxens of the Borough of Bristol dur- 
ing the past generation, and, now that the 
time lias arrived whereby it Is possible for 
them to piovide sucu adequate supply as 
is in liarmim> 
with modern conditions, 
the} should be afforded the opportunity 
of voting for or against such necessary 
public improvement. 


The advantages to be gained by the es- 


tablishment of an improved water supply 
built upon modem lines and In keeping 
with water supplies of communities which 
are in the front rank of progressive de- 
velopment nre numeious and must appeal 
to t'.e understanding of all citizens. It 
would mean clean, healthful water 
the 
jenr around; It would mean 
abundant 
piessure for domestic purposes at all times 
of the day or night; nnd it would menn nn 
abundance of fire protection, which should 
lesult in n saving to property owners In 
rates which would not be without its 
compensation in a financial way. 
While 


u yeaily tax equal to about 7 1-3 per cent, 
o' money expended for this work would be 
levied to provide for the interest nnd 
slaking fund as required by law to protect 
tbe bond issue, yet the revenue which 
would be derived by tbe Borough from tbe 
sale of the water would soon ranke the 
plant not only self-sustaining, both as to 
operating expenses, interest and principal 
of bond Issue necessary, but in time a 
revenue producer for general Borough pur- 
poses, i»s the superior quality and efficiency 
of service the Borot'irh would be able to 
lender citizens would invite all to take 
their supply from the municipal sources. 


Your Committee feels that the adoption 


of this report by councils and the favor- 
able action on the part of citizens upon 
the 
recommendations 
herein 
contained 


would maik the beginning of a new era 
in the life of Bnslol, ns without a whole- 
some 'iml abundant supply of pure water 
no community can successfully hope to 
attract 
industry 
or 
population 
to its 


miil^t. nor can it ndcqunteiy provide for 
other Improvements of n public character, 
tlic most successful operation of which de- 
pends on the coutiol of ihe water supply of 
the town.

I take It for granted that you will favor 


Scheme No. 1, of our Report of February 
3, In case you construct new Water Works, 
by adopting that portion of it relating to 
an adequate snpply of pure water for do- 
mestic consumption and flre protection, 
costing about $100,000. 


Water Tower. 


In Scheme No. 1, we proposed the In- 
stallation of a water tower, consisting of 
n tank of 130,000 gallons capacity, elevated 
upon a trestle 150 feet high, and located 
upon the Borough lot on Pond street, near 
the flre house. 
This let is 84xS3 feet, and is large enough 
to contain four such tanks. Hence, there 
can be no question as to its suitability. 
The tank would be centrally located, with 
lefereuce to your Borough, and available 
for effective service, and would contain a 
storage sufficient to supply six large flre 
streams for a period of two hours, even if 
the proposed pumping plant were shut 
clown, while the elevation of stored water 
would be sufficient to throw the discharge 
of these streams over any building in your 
Borotigh. 
There can be no question as to the en- 
durance and stability of such a water tow- 
er, if we are to be guided by the experi- 
ence of other municipalities. 
It is probably no exaggeration to say 
that there ore to-day In the United States 
fully 1200 towns and cities possessing a 
water tower In connection with their water 
supply, and probably 2000 mills and fac- 
tories similarly equipped with water tow- 
ers.A few of the municipalities owning or 
having water towers (that is, water tanks 
elevated upon a trestle) are:

Ice la Water Towers. 


You v/ould be pardoned for assuming thai 


a large Haas of water stored In a hl.'li 
tank In this latitude would freeze 
and 
cause damage. The three water towers 
belonging tc the mills in Bristol, and 
which were conitructel last summer, must 
be protcetefi froir. freezing by the use of 
steam. This Is a necessity because there 
Is no circulation of the water in these fac- 
tory tanks, and their storage Is used only 
In cose of flre, and to supply the sprink- 
lers In the various rooms of the mills. 
But the proposed water tower for your 
Borough Is quite a different affair from 
those at the factories, containing as much 
water as is stored In the three factory 
towers together, and, accordingly, Is much 
mor> difficult to freeze, on account of the 
large bulk or storage, besides which, your 
water towers will have Its storage In con- 
stant circulation flnd agitation, due to 
the pumpigc and to the consumption by 
your inhabitants. 


In order to set your minds at rest upon 
this point, 1 communicated with the Su- 
perintendents of the Water Works at Vine- 
land and Cape May, N J., and received 
flora them the following responses: 


Mr. V. P. Thompson, of VIneland, under 
date of the 4th, wrote: 


"The capacity of the tower Is 180,000 
gallons, and elevation 120 feet over all 
NO STEAM IS USED DURING THE W1N- 
TBlt MONTHS" (to prevent freezing). 


Superintendent Frank S. Sheppard, of 


Cape May, under date ot the 10th, replied: 
" 
the {'opacity of onr water tower Is 


about 151,506 gallons, and the tank Is ele- 
vated 135 feet 
We are not obliged to ad- 


mit any steam Into the *ank in order to 
keep it from freezing, but we lower and 
raise the water In the tank every 24 
hours, nnd by this process It keeps It from 
freezing." 


'But it might be claimed that the supply 


pipe leading from the giouud to the tank 
and the overflow leading from the tank 
to the ground would freeze.

Site of the Proposed Pumping Sta- 


tion. 


In our Report of February 3, Mr. Allen 


nnd I advised the location of the pumping 
situation at a point along the Delaware 
River and above the mouth of Adams 
Creek. This site was selected after a care- 
ful study of the situation and surround 
ings, and la order to get as pure a supply 
us possible from the Delaware Tiiver. 
We had gone along the river front aud 


observed from the steamboat landing to 
the mouth of Adams Creek a total of 50 
sewer outlets discharging into the river, 
of which IS were between the steamboat 
landing and the pumping station of the 
present Water Company. 
We consulted the charts of the river 


prepared by the United States Const & 
Geodetic Survey, from a point opposite 
the mouth of Otter Creek to above Flor- 
ence, N. }., and observed that at the site 
of the proposed pumping station the river 
channel is along the Pennsylvania shore, 
with depths nt low tide of about 20 feet, 
so that th<* inlet would be from water iu 
active circulation in the river. 


The office of the U. S. Engineer of the 
War Department in Philadelphia acHi&es 
me thnt no pier head or Port Warden's 
line or bulkhead line has ever been estab 
lishod In Bristol or at the site of the pro 
posed pumping station by the War De 
pnrlmeut, and thnt to lay a water pipe 
In the Delaware River will require the 
permission of the War Department, which 
can generally be obtained In less than two 
weeks, provided there is no Interference 
with navigation 
It was not proposed by us to interfere 
with navigation in any manner, as we well 
know that a suction pipe interfering with 
na\ Igation would be of very short life. To 
get the water actively circulating at a 
good depth in the main chanHPl does not 
lequire any interruption to navigation, nor 
will it present leatures which the War 
Department cannot approve. 


Our item of $1100, in the estimate of 


Scheme No. 1, for an 18-inch suction main, 
was* purposely made large (as were all 
other Items of the estimate) to cove: any 
and all possible contingencies aud casual- 
ties. 
Character of the Delaware Water. 


Our Report of February 3 showed that 
there was no present available source of 
supply other than the Delaware River. 
There are about 7500 square miles of 
drainage basin of the 
Delaware 
River 
above Bristol, containing a total population 
of about 070,000 people, of which 277,000 
live In cities and towns. 


Tbpie can be little donbt as to the neces- 


sity for purifying the Delaware River If 
taken as a source of supply, -You are 
aware that the City of Philadelphia Is 
spending many millions of dollars to filter 
this water In the large Torresdale Filter 
BeOs. Your 
own experience with this 


water no dmbt convinces you of Its Im- 
purity at times and of the Importance of 
its purification. 


Thousands of bacteriological analyses of 
this water have been made which demon- 
strate the necessity for purification. If 
there is any doubt upou this point, the last 
reports of the Bureau of Filtration of 
Philadelphia dispel them. No doubt your 
neighboring Borough of Burlington, N. J., 
can give additional information upon this 
point.

That nitration lessens the death rate and 
sickness from typhoid fever and intestinal 
ailments is clearly demonstrated by the- 
numerous'-publications and experiments 
and observations made in Lawrence, Mass.: 
Albany,*. Y.; Philadelphia, Pittsburg and 
Cincinnati. 
By consulting the Report of the State 
Board of Health of Pennsylvania upon the 
"Butler Epidemic" of 1003-4, where 1348 
lersons were stricken with typhoid fever 
within a period of 16 weeks, and 111 died, 
It appears that previous to that epidemic 
Butler had beea supplied with pure water 
from filters. That just before the epidemic 
broke out the use of niters had been dls 
continued temporarily, on account of ex- 
tensive changes under way in the Water 
Works, necessitating such discontinuance, 
and that during such discontinuance tbe 
people were given raw water from a pol- 
luted stream. The State Board of Health 
also called attention to the fact that as 
soon as the changes were completed and 
the use of filtered water was resumed the 
epidemic stopped. 
Numerous other equally striking Instances 
might be cited to show the danger of pol- 
luted water and the benefits derived from 
filtration.

There are probably 1000 towns and vil- 
lages In the United States at present 01 
terlng their water supplies.

Besides the hundreds of filters Installed 


In this country for the purification of 
water, there are probably 3000 used in con- 
nection with manufacturing establ'ihments. 
some of which handle more than 10,000,000 
gallons per day. 
No one can deny that filters effectively 


remove the silt and other suspended mat- 
ter In water. If a stream la polluted, the 
removal of suspended matter Is not suffi- 
cient. The dangerous germs mint be held 
back, or filtration does not accomplish all 
the results desired for a water supply. 
It Is customary to completely 
purify 
water by the use of sulphate of aluminum, 
commonly krtown as alum. It acts as a 
coagulant, or " curdles" the water. It acts 
very much as does the white of an egg 
In clearing coffee. 
Perhaps the action of a filter and tin 
character of a filter Installation, such as 


we have proposed for your Borough, may 
be best explained by a description of a 
similar plant which has been In operation 
at tbe fit. Holly Water Works, In New 
Jersey, for the past three years. 
lit. Holly has a population of about 6000 
and Is supplied by a private Water Com- 
pany, with filtered water from Rancocas 
Creek. Its plant bas a rated capacity for 
filtration of 1,500,000- gallons per day, and 
cost complete. Including the filter house 
or shelter, less than SflS.OOO. The dally 
consumption Is from 325,000 to 350,000 gal- 
lons. Alum Is used to coagulate the water, 
and costs about $140 a year. The amount 
used Is about one-half of a grain per gal- 
lon, varying with the character of the 
water in the stream. 
The water from the creek Is lifted by a 
small centrifugal pump Into two cedar 
tanks, about 20 feet In diameter by 25 
feet high, after having received tiie alum. 
These might be termed coagulating and 
sedimentation 
tacks. The 
water 
then 
flows from these tunks bvB gravity to the 
inters—there being two filters, eich about 
20 feet In diameter and 0 feet high, con- 
taining 4 feet of liltcr sand resting upon 
a false bottom. The water In filtering 
through this sand leaves the °mpuritlcu 
behind, forming a gelatinous film upon the 
surface of the sand, which film contains 
tbe germs. The filtered water drops Into 
a clear water well of concrete underneath, 
which well forms a suction iulet for the 
main pumping eugme. 
Tbe bed of eand in the filters is flushed 
and purified from time to time as requited. 
Norristown, Pa., has a altering plant, 
similar to the one we have proposed, to 
handle the Schuylkill water, which it does 
most effectively by the consumption of 
about one-fifth of a grain of alum per gal- 
lon on the average, and about three grains 
per gallon when the water in the river 
is very turbid. The average dally cou 
sumption at that town is 2,000,000 gallons. 
No amount of alum whlcb would reason- 
ably be used In the treatment of the Dela- 
ware River water would be prejudcial or 
noticeable to the consumer, since there 
is too much lime in the Delaware River 
water for that to happen. The nlumn com- 
bines or unites with the carbonate of lime 
found In the water, and Is left behind In 
the filter and removed when the filter Is 
flushed. 


Valves. 


In our estimate for Scheme No 1, re- 
ported on Febrrary 3, we had one Item 
for $2;o, for valves and boxes. These were 
for the blow-outs at the low points, nnd 
did not comprehend 
the valves required 


In the mains at different points for dividing 
your Borough Into water districts, since 
the cost for these was comprehended by 
the estimates for the mains themselves, 
which estimates, we believe, to be more 
than liberal

After n careful study and lest of neigh- 


boring filtration plants, I am convinced 
that the receipts from the domestic con- 
sumption In Bristol, aggregating about 400,- 
000 gallons, will be adequate to pay a 3 1-3 
per cert, sinking fund charge upon n bond 
lssu« of $100,OW, nnd 4 per cent, interest 
upou the fame, after paying all operating 
costs and maintenance expenses. This is 
based upon rates prevailing In neighbor- 
Ing towns, and Is true, notwithstanding the 
expense of filtration, 
on. account of the 


economic and high-duty pumping engine 
proposed for your plant. 
Finally. 


If the Scheme of a water supply out- 


lined by Mr. Allen nnd me In our Report 
of Fisbrnnry 3 be followed, you will obtain 
AN ABUNDANT SUPPLY OF PURE WA- 
TER FOR DOMESTIC 
CONSUMPTION 


AND AN ADEQUATE FIRE PROTEC- 
TION. You will have a plant so designed 
and constructed as to meet the demands 
of the present and the requirements of the 
future, nnd possessing a distribution sys- 
tem which will be available for valuable 
use, however much your population may 
Increase.

THE BONDING PROPOSITION. 
In order that the bonding proposition 


might be made cletr, the Street commit- 
tee presented the following, covering ev- 
ery phase of tbe bonding proposition: 


As tbe recommendations of your Com- 


mittee, if approved, will necessitate the 
creation of a loan to enabl* the project 
to be carried out, the following outline 
of the procedure need in 1 to such an end 
is submitted for vour consideration and 
Information, 


Tbe Constitution of this State pro- 


vides that the debt of no municipality 
shall eiceed seven per centum of the 
last assessed valuation of the 
property 


therein. 
And no debt, beyond two per 


centum upon said valuation shall be in- 
curred without an affirmative vote of the 
qualified voters. 
Whenever tbe authorit- 


ies of any municipality shall deem it 
proper to increase the public debt to an 
amount not exceeding the aforesaid 
seven per centum, after enacting an Or- 
dinance BO increasing said debt, tbey 
shall give public notice for thirty days of 
an election to be held at tbe usual places 
of holding elections, said notice to con- 
tain a statement of the last assessed valu- 
ation, the amount of existing debt, of 
the amount and percentage of the pro- 
posed increase, and of the purposes for 
which the said increase of debt ie to be 
oaed. 
Whenever the returns ebow a ma- 


jority of votes lor "Mo Increase" such in- 
crease eball not be made, and no elec- 
tion shall be agaiu held therefor £01 one 
year from the date of the original one. 
Should the vote be ill favor of "In- 
crease" then the piocednre is as follows: 
Before issuing any bond for said Increase 
they mast assess and levy an annual 
tax, (thia is a special tax, separate and 
distinct from the regnlar tax levy), suffi- 
cient to pay tha annual interest upon 
said increased debt and so much money 
aa will redeem the same in thirty years 
from date of issue. "And the moneys 
arising from said tax shall be applied 
annually, and a> fast as the same accu- 
mulates, to the redemption at par of 
the Bald outstanding obligations." 


Thia special tax, as aforementioned, 


would amount to (at 4 pet cent) to $4.00 
per $100, interest, and $3.33 1-3 per $100 
on account of principal, a total of $7.33 
1-3 per $100 of indebtedness levied tbe 
first year. 


The part of tax levy to retire principal 


sum of the bonds would be a fixed 
amount daring tbe thirty year life of 
the bond issue, but as each year 1-30 of 
the principal sum of tbe bonds would 
be paid off it would be within tne pow- 
er of tbe proper authorities to so reduce 
tbe tax levy for interest purposes aa 
wonld be in harmony with the redac- 
tion made iu the loan. 


Should tbe Borough elect to bond it- 


self for $100,000 to be expended in the 
construction of New Water Works the 
proposition wonld be ai follows: A spe- 
cial tax levy to provide for the first year 
and each succeeding years payment (up 
to thirty years) of principal sum of 
Bonds,

The assessed valuation of the Borough 


it about $3,300,000 and to meet tbe above 
sinking fond and interest charge a tax 
levy wonld be required to be made of 
3 1-5 mills on tbe $100 of assessment, or 
for citizens with a property assessed at 
$1,000 a special tax of $3.20 would be lev- 
ied against him tbe first year for which he 
would get pure water and adequate fire 
protection. 
This tax could be gradually 


reduced antil at the end of thirty years 
tbe loan would be repaid. The Water 
Worka in th« meantime being property of 
the Borough, would be earning money, 
which, from the domestic, consumption 
of water in the Borough, should be equal 


amount the first few years at least to 


tbe cost of operating expenses of works, 
and a surplus equal to interest and sink- 
ing fund necessary for bond issue. As 
this surplus would go into the Borough 
treasury, it could be used to reduce tbe 
taz rate necessary for general Borongb 
pnrpoces to jutt this extent, so that the 
total taxes for general purposes and 
special water tax would be no higher 
than now being paid. Thus we wonld 
have as much money available for gene- 
ral Borough purpose*, and further in 
thirty years the Borough would own its 
own water works, the revenues from 
which, with the increase In consumption 
doe to natural increase In population, 
would make tbe plant immensely valu- 
able to tbe Borough as an asset, and in 
tbe interval supplying tbe people with 
clean, wholesome water, and providing 
adequate flre protection.
